Since that time they have 
been under advisement with the 
court, which conducted an exten­ 
sive investigation

A. On a loan of $1000, when no 
m onthly paym ents are m ade, and 
the borrow er pays it back tn one 
lum p sum of $1334.96 a t the end of 
six years, then th e interest is 5.58 
per cent. 
B ut in this particular 
case th e borrow er is paying th e 
money back in m onthly paym ents 
of $20 each, and he is not getting 
credit for these paym ents. W hen 
borrow ing m oney by th e m ethod 
out-lined the borrow er Is paying 
slightly less th an 13 per cent. A p­ 
parently the finance com pany does 
not give credit to the borrow er for 
his m onthly paym ents. 
The way 
th at clause is w ritten is very m is­ 
leading, 
but it is very cleverly 
worded so th a t they are not tell­ 
ing an untruth. 
Anyone charging 
m ore than 12 per cent interest in 
the state of C alifornia is libel for 
usury. This Is a case th a t should 
be investigated by the city prose­ 
cutor and It is your duty ae a 
good citizen to bring it to his a t­ 
tention. 
Q. The exterior plastering en my 
home is all cracked and la falling 
off. Tha lath is axpoaed in many 
places. After all the plaster ha» 
baen removed will it be satisfac­ 
tory to put building paper, wire 
and two or three coats of cement 
plaster over the lath? 
A. It will be entirely satisfactory 
to do w hat you m entioned, pro­ 
viding, however, th a t all loose p a r­ 
ticles of cem ent have been rem ov­ 
ed, th a t the present lath is proper­ 
ly secured, and m ost im portant of 
all, be sure th a t th e building is 
properly furred before startin g to 
apply th e plaster. 
A. What ie the time required to 
pay out a trust deed for $7876, 
payable $200 each month including 
interest at eight per cent? Hew 
mueh will be paid in interest? 
A. If a final payment of $208.87 
is made the time required will be 
three years and ten months, and 
the interest will total $1332.17.

All the United States and Great B rit­ 
ain are doing in China la giving Americans and 
British the police protection that China Is at pres­ 
ent unable to give. 
The lack of a responsible central government is 
China's present trouble. It is making quito as much 
grief for the Chinese themselves as for tho root of 
the world. When outrages are 
committed against 
American or British nationals their respective gov­ 
ernments m ust deal with those who commit them 
as individuals because there is no central authority 
capable of heeding a protest. 
T hat is as far as 
American and British 
policy has gone 
in 
China. 
And to go 
forward with th at policy the

States and 
England need no signed documents, 
because both want the same thing.

In spite of the prophets of evil, who are always with us in some 
form, there is no reason, according to the best judgment of those 
in touch with the business situation of the country, to feel that the 
balance of the present year will be anything but prosperous, in the 
country at large. 
Easter trade, it is said, was generally good where the weather 
conditions were at all favorable, the tire manufacturers hav« had a 
big year so far and the cotton goods industry is decidedly on the 
up-grade. 
In addition, the building records for March show that 
it was the best March in a long time for construction. It is true 
that the Mississippi floods have created an adverse situation in cer­ 
tain sections of the country but it is not believed that this will affect 
the national situation. 
One significant statement given out by the National City bank 
of New York in its May resume of the business situation is to the ef­ 
fect that “clearly the difficulties from which industry are suffering 
are to a large extent the result of the intense and destructive 
competition that prevails within it" 
The fret traders have far years told bs that a protective tariff 
destroy* competition ta the boas market aid promotes moaopoly. 
Evidently this has le t boon dm case with the present tariff law. 
From the fanning districts there comes of couse some com­ 
plaint, in certain sections of the middle west. But, according to sta­ 
tistics gathered in Iowa by banking interests, the sale of farm land 
in that great corn state is on the increase and things are looking up. 
Evidendy this is no time for business pessimism so far as the 
United States is concerned. The principal thing we have to do is 
to refrain from rocking the boat.

All letters sent out 
from there are now postmarked: "He who has seen 
Paris and not Cassis has seen nothing.”
